Clash Imminent as Japs

Shanghai—o>>—Ranks of Japanese 


Bluejackets moved into battle posi- 
tion in Shanghai to face an un- 
stemmed torrent of Chinese regulars 
tonight and the garrisons of the 
United States and three other na- 
tions mobilized "for the worst." 


A "peace" conference intended to 


ease the crisis in the panic-stricken 
city ended in abject failure. 


Backed by 21 warships at Shang- 


hai's wharves, Japanese naval forc- 
es, estimated to number between 
5,000 and 8,000, moved into the same 
positions they occupied during 1932's 
Chinese-Japanese hostilities. 


They deployed along the fringe of 


the Japanese portion of the interna- 
tional settlement and roads extend- 
ing northward. 


Chinese central government troops 


streaming into the city answered 
to no authority but the 
army. 


Civilian authorities would not try 
to stop them. 


Situation Only Needs Spark 


Each force indicated it was not 


planning to attack. But the situation 
needed only a spark to touch off an 
explosion. 


United 
States 
marines, 1,050 


strong, mobilized along with Rus- 
sian, and British garrisons. The 
Americans were charged with the 
protection of nearly 4.000 United 
States citizens in Shanghai, and its 
environs, some of whom were cut 
off by the Chinese advance. 


British forces numbered 950; and 


French, 600. A Russian volunteer 
company was summoned to duty.

namely on the day he began what 
rightfully might have been his sec- 
ond 4-year term. 


But Mr. Coolidge counted as a 


term the period between 
Aug. 3, 


1923, and March 4. 1925. when he 
was inaugurated after his success- 
ful campaign of 1924. He construed 
the period between March 4, 1925, 
and March 4, 1929. as his second 
term. Anything beyond that would, 
in his judgment, violate the anti- 
third term tradition. 


Calvin Coolidge had deep-seated 


beliefs about constitutional prece- 
dents, written and unwritten. But, 
as a matter of lact, he had a better 
case lor a third term than anybody 
else, for had he accepted reelection 
in 1928 and served the lour years 
from March 4, 1929, to March 4, 
1933, he would have been president 
only about nine and a half years m 
all, instead of twelve, which is the 
usual concept of three terms. He 


^ 
had been elected only once when 
he declined a third teem. 


Beyond his famous statement. "I 


do not choose to run for president 
in 1928." nobody ever really knew 
just what were his reasons until he 
published them in a magizine ar- 
ticle long after he left the presiden- 
cy. It was generally agreed among 
politicians that he 
could easily 


have been elected in 1928, for that 
was the year 
of Hoover's over- 


whelming victory over Al Smith. 


Since the days of George Wash- 


ington, however, there has been no 
more conspicuous example of re- 
nunciation of ambition than that 
given by Calvin Coolidge. At the 
time he left office, the country was 
on a wave of what was regarded at 
the lime as enduring prosperity. 


World-wide Depression 


Actually, world conditions were 


far from stable, and in 1929 the bot- 
tom dropped out of the world ccon- 


i 
orr.y due to the artificial and ex- 
cessive-use of borrowing power af- 
ter the European \var—the priming 
of the pump theory applied inter- 
nationally. A depression of devas- 
tating proportions swept the globe. 


For purely political reasons, Mr. 


Roosevelt has chosen all along to 
argue that the depression was pure- 
ly American and that American 
mistakes brought it about, but most 
economists abroad as ivell as here 
have united in contending that con- 
ditions which brought on the de- 
pression were world-wide. 
They 


still think America's future eco- 
nomic welfare is today inextricably 
interwoven in the future of the rest 
of the world. 


So far as politics is concerned, 


the 
Republicans 
have 
allowed 


themselves to be maneuvered into 
more or less of an acceptance of 
the Roosevelt premise and they 


-• have failed to emphasize that, ir- 


respective 
of 
what caused 
the 


breakdown m 1929 throughout the 
world, the economic condition of 
the United States itself in the post- 
war period was. on the \vhole, emi- 
nently satisfactory. 


The Roosevelt administration still 


points to the banner Coolidge year 
of 1926 as a standard of measure- 
ment of what constitutes normalcy. 
Prices and wages are not yet as 
good as they were in 1926, though 
in some lines they are better. The 
difficulties of comparison are some- 
what intensified, because in 1926 a 
dollar was worth 100 cents, whereas 
today it is about 60 cents in terms 
of gold content. The average man 
is still inclined to think this deval- 
uation is academic and that a dol- 
lar still buys a dollar's worth of 
goods. 


R may take a acneration before 


the -full effects of the devaluation 
of the dollar arc thoroughly real- 
ized and understood by the people. 
Pcrsnos of fixed incomes are al- 
ready feeling the pinch due to the 
fact that prices are going up faster 
than their incomes. Economies and 
efficiency methods are tending to 
hold some prices down, and this in 
a way relieves the strain on the 
workmgman's pockctbook: but the 
probabilities arc that, 
beginning 


with next fall, some items in the' 
family budget will rise uncomfor- 
lably. The coming advance in au- 
tomobile prices may psychological- 
ly induce other price increases due 
5o higher labor costs and higher 
taxes. Incidentally, the cost of liv- 
ing probably will be influenced as 
much by the necessity for absorb- 
ing the rapid crcwth in the tax bill ] 
of Jcdcrai state and city govern-J 
racnt as by any other factor, not! 
excluding labor. The total debt of 
the nation for all governmental in- 
stitutions has already passed $56.- 
000.000,000. and the interest pay- 
ments arc rising.

propaganda, he will shortly be the 
center of what the public will be 
asked to believe is a spontaneous 
demand that the anti-third term 
tradition be violated.

OH, BUT YOU MUST EAT 


STARCHES 


It sounds well to speak of a "wel 


balanced" diet but it has no more 
definite meaning than the quain 
advice that the patient should have 
nourishing but 
easily digestible 


food. As nearly as I can make out 
"well balanced" formerly implied 
that the day's rations should pro- 
vide two to three ounces of protein 
yielding 240 to 360 calories, two to 
three ounces of fat yielding 560 to 
840 calories, and twelve to fourteen 
ounces of carbohydrate (starches or 
sugars) yielding 1440 to 1680 calo- 
ries. Later "well balanced" came to 
mean that the diet should include 
reasonable proportions of 
foods 


from animal sources—meat, milk 
eggs. fowl. fish, cheese—and foods 
from 
vegetable 
sources—fruits, 


greens, cereals, nuts, vegetables. 
Then newer knowledge of physi- 
ology made it evident that perfect 
balance required an adequate pro- 
portion of "roughage," indigestible 
material, fibre, cellulose, as the na- 
tural stimulus and aid to vigorous 
digestion. Still later we added a 
fine adjustment to the balance and 
began to consider the daily intake 
of mineral elements pretty impor- 
tant _in prescribing a diet. Lately 
we have learned that no matter 
how satisfactory the diet may be in 
all of these particulars it just can't 
keep you in top condition unless it 
includes adequate vitamins. And 
there is no guarantee that we shall 
not introduce a brand new essen- 
tial of a well balanced diet by next 
November. 


In diabetes the quantity of car- 


bohydrates (starches and sugars) 
the patient can profitably consume 
is of course determined by his or 
her individual tolerance, and this 
is a vital question to be answered 
by the physician in each case. In no 
other circumstances that I can con- 
ceive is it advisable for a person 
to attempt to live without starch- 
es. Aside from queer obsessions of i 
near-doctors 
and 
food-faddist* j 


there is no good reason why well i 
folk or folk not so well should not 
j 


take their fair ration of starchy 
foods daily. In saying this I am 
quite cognizant of the common no- 


of treatment and your regular phy 
sician can carry it out.

consideration to any other system. Both find M neces 
sary to govern by terror and espionage. Both an 
highly militaristic and both believe that honor i: 
served by an act. however vile, which can be con 
strued as an act in the service of the cause. So al 
agreements by either of them must be regarded as 
containing a- mental reservation. It is impossible to 
trust either on oath. 


The communists loathe the slave press of Italy and 


Germany, and little more affection for ours, but if it 
is crazy to imagine an article in an Italian or Ger- 
man paper admiring democracy or communism it is 
just as crazy to imagine an article in a Moscow paper 
even hinting that fascism or the American system 


Pefler 
might have somn merit. An Italian or German who 


attempted to deliver a public speech in praise of communism would be 
executed or exiled, and the same would be likely to happen if a waiter 
in a restaurant should overhear a private conversation to that effect. The 
same risks exist for the Russian tinder communism, so the ordinary 
citizen is no better off in one country than in cither of the others.

Control of Business 


Private industry was protected in 


Italy and Germany in the begin- 
ning, but after a while it began to 
lose its rights as the government 
was forced to assume control and 
nowadays the state has final au- 
thority in everything relating to 
business.

Farmers seed the more produc- 


tive strains of wheat and other 
cereals. But generally they over- 
look the point that there probably 
^ as much difference in bluegrasses, 
tof example, as there is in wheats. 
One plant may produce several 
times as much feed as another, and 
if all the bluegrass plants in a pas- 
ture were as good as the best of 
them, that kind of pasture might 
well provide feed lor more animals 
for ,a longer season. 


This is roughly the idea back of 


federal and state pasture research. 
P. V. Cardon, in charge of pasture 
plants for the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, points out that 
grass breeding has lagged behind, 
while cereals have been improved 
by selection of desirable single 
plants and by the crossing of varie- 
ties to combine the best features of 
each. 


The grass research program of 


the Department calls for continuing

(Post-Crescent Madison -Bureau) 
Madison—Scientific and authen- 


tic data on which legislative bodies 
may determine the ability of local 
units of governments to bear the 
cost of public welfare expenditures, 
including relief, pensions, and aid 
to the handicapped, will be made 
available shortly with the comple- 
tion of an exhaustive study by the 
Wisconsin County Boards associa- 
tion of the governmental receipts 
and disbursements of all towns, ci- 
ties, villages and counties in the 
state from 1925 to date, according 
to A. J. Thelen. 'secretary of the 
association, 
which 
maintains its 


general offices here. 


At the present time. Thelen ex- 


plained the basis for reckoning fi- 
nancial ability 
of local govern- 


mental units is a system which 
gives weight to such items as esti- 
mated farm income, motor vehicle 
registrations, per capita net taxable 
incomes, and such material. Since 
local 
units of government rely 


completely on real estate taxes for 
their revenues, the other factors 
are meaningless in determining the 
ability of local units to support 
public welfare costs. 


"We believe a complete analysis 


of governmental receipts and gov- 
ernmental 
costs, 
as 
suggested, 


would be the proper manner to de- 
termine what percentage of funds 
are able to be raised locally for the 
different 'forms of public welfare." 


Offers Many Headaches 


The participation of local units in 


public welfare costs is at present a 
moot question, a question which 
provides many headaches for offi- 
cials entrusted with the adminis- 
tration of state aids particularly. At 
the 
present time, 
for instance, 


northern 
counties are 
receiving 


practically all of their relief funds 
from the state treasury, from the 
receipts 
of 
statewide 
taxation, 


while the more favorably situated 
southern, central and eastern coun- 
ties are bearing their own burden. 
Yet there is at present no scientific j 
method of determining the relative 
ability 
of counties to pay such 


costs, or of municipalities, Thelen 
says.
